NEW  CATHOLIC  • 
PARISH  TO  BE 
ORGANIZED  HER 

A  new  -Roman  Catholic  parish 
to  serve  the  territory  west  of  !Lo- 
gan-st.,  is  to  be  instituted  imme¬ 
diately  by  Bishop  John  Gallagher, 
who  has  designated  Rev.  ’Father 
James  Hermes  as  parish  priest. 

The ''first  mass  of  the  new  parish 
will'  be  in  a  room  of  the  St.  Law¬ 
rence  hospital,  which  has  been  pro¬ 
vided  with  an  altar  and  other  nec¬ 
essary  appurtenances  of  the  sacra¬ 
ment,  at  9l,  a,  m.  Sunday. 

Plans  for  the  new  parish  have 
been  in  contemplation  some  time 
and  were  brought  about  by  the 
necessity  of  relieving  St.  Mary’s 
parish  of  the  care  of  a  large  and 


rapidly  growing  section.  The  new 
organization  will  give  Lansing  four 
Roman  Catholic  churones — St. 
Mary’s  in  the  central  part  of  the 
city,  the  Church  of  the  Resurrec¬ 
tion  in  E.  Michigan-av.,  St.  Casi- 
mir’s  in  the  southwest  section,  and 
the  new  parish,  which  has  not  been 
officially  named,  in  the  northwest 
section. 

Following  mass  Sunday  further 
plaiXS  will  be  made  to  enroll  all 
J^^iempers  of  the  faith  living  in  that 
s4'ctiO’h  and  these  will  form  the 
niitffeus  about  which  the  new  par¬ 
ish  will  be  formed. 

i  Father  Hermes  comes  to  Lan- 
sihg  frqm  Wyoming  and  Colorado, 
wihere  h-e  has  served  since  his  or¬ 
dination."  He  is  not  related  to  the 
Lansing  family  of  the  same  name. 
He  has  been  designated  by  Bishop 
Gallagher  for  the  task  of  institut¬ 
ing  the  new  parish  by  reason  of  his 
exceptional  organizing  ability,  dis¬ 
played  in  thes  parsely  settled  re¬ 
gions  of  the  western  states.

Holy  Cross  Friary,  1611  Oakland 
Ave.,  was  announced  Friday  by 
Rev.  Mark  F.  Mindrup,  OFM 
Conv.,  pastor. 

An  open  house  for  members  of 
the  parish  and  friends  will  be 
held  from  9  a.m.  until  4  p.m. 
Sunday.  Formal  dedication  of  the 
Friary  and  blessing  ceremonies 
will  take  place  at  4-p.m.  Sunday, 
Aug.  25,  with  Most  Rev.  Michael 
Joseph  Green,  auxiliary  bishop  of 
Lansing,  officiating. 

The  new  structure  is  an  ad¬ 
ministration  -  workshop  -  resi¬ 


dence  complex.  The  administra¬ 
tion  center  includes  a  general  of¬ 
fice,  three  counseling  offices,  a 
conference  room  and  a  reception 
area.  The  worship  area  provides 
for  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Socie¬ 
ty,  Ushers’  Club,  maintenance  de¬ 
partment  and  storage  for  parish 
properties.

8-day  mission. 

“Hello  Houston.  Apollo  10 
here.  We  are  returning  to 
e  a  r  t  h,"  Stafford  the  com¬ 
mander  of  the  second  U.S. 
manned  lunar  orbiting  flight, 
radioed  a  few  minutes  after  he 


main  engine  for  2  minutes.  41 
seconds  to  get  out  of  lunar 
orbit. 

Immediately  after  calmly 
telling  ground  controllers  they 
were  on  their  way  home  they 
turned  on  the  small  color  tele¬ 
vision  camera. 

Details  of  the  lunar  land¬ 
scape  were  clearly  visible,  in¬ 
cluding  “a  big  new  crater” 
which  the  astronauts  20omed 
in  on  with  their  lens  much  as 
commercial  television  cameras 
do  when  isolating  one  segment 
of  a  touchdown  play  in  foot¬ 
ball. 

Home  viewers  watched  while 
the  moon  receded. 

“I  can  finally  see  the  whole 


over  the  moon  Thursday,  and 
when  it  swung  close  to  the 
main  spacecraft  it  plainly  con¬ 
cerned  Stafford. 

“He’s  getting  awful  dose.” 
he  radioed,  and  added  that  al¬ 
though  he  knew  a  collision  was 
highly  improbable— ”It’d  sure 
ruin  your  whole  day  if  it  hap¬ 
pened.” 

Ground  controllers  said  the 
lunar  vehlde  was  as  dose  to 
the  astronauts  as  it  would  get 
and  that  it  would  soon  move 
hundreds  of  miles  away. 

Apollo  10  is  due  to  land  in  the 
Padfic  Ocean  at  11:53  a.m. 
EST  Monday  some  400  miles 
east  of  the  South  Pacific  Island

Bingo’s  Back 
Blinking  in 
The

Bingo  is  back. 

After  years  of  flourishing  in  its  own  happy  under¬ 
ground,  the  old  folks'  game  of  chance  has  been  ushered, 
blinking,  back  into  the  bright  light  of  legitimacy  in  Michi¬ 
gan. 

NOW  FREED  of  basement  hiding  in  countless 
churches  and  clubs,  it  is  the  state’s  latest  officially  sanc¬ 
tioned  game  of  chance,  although  left  largely  on  its  own. 

There  has  been  no  smbothing  the  way  with  extrava¬ 
gant  flourishes  like  those  accorded  the  state’s  new  reve¬ 
nue  darling,  the  lottery.  . 

The  reason  in  part  follows  the  golden  goose  pnnaple: 
sale  of  146.6  million  lottery  tickets  through  May  has 
brought  the  state  a  net  return  of  $32.99  million  after  paying 
out  $35.87  million  in  prize  money.  Bingo,  even  by  highest 
estimates  (some  $3  million,  by  one  account)  of  its  most 
devoted  promoters,  is  not  about  to  approach  that  level. 

STATE  LOTTERY  operators  don’t  want  it  to  and 
aren’t  about  to  help.  “As  far  as  the  state  is  concerned, 
our  interest  is  just  to  police  the  thing  properly,’’  says 
Charles  R.  Dean,  a  Pontiac  salesman  recently  appointed 
by  Lottery  Commissioner  Gus  Harrison  to  oversee  bingo. 

But  even  with  a  confusing  bundle  of  new  rules  just 
off  the  press,  there  are  signs  Aunt  Georgia’s  favorite 
kind  of  action  is  doing  very  nicely,  thank  you,  on  its  ovm. 


According  to  Dennis  Silber,  president  of  a  Detroit 
finn  c^le^  Bingo  Enterprises  of  America,  his  three  con¬ 
sultants  are  kept  busy  “all  the  time”  meeting  requests 
at  the  rate  of  “50  to  75  a  day”  for  advice  on  how  to  run 
bingo.  ■  ■

Lansing  Jaycees  have  a  special  license  to  put  on 
bingo  at  the  Ingham  County  Fair  in  Mason  starting  July 
30.  They  hope  to  raise  at  least  $3,000  to  $4,000  to  donate  to 
Glass  House,  an  area  halfway  house  for  women  alcoholics, 
according  to  Gary  Calkins,  Jaycee  vice  president. 

At  Holy  Cross,  school  janitor  Mel  Dravenstatt  is  itch¬ 
ing  to  get  back,  maybe  by  Thursday  night,  to  spinning 
the  old  “squirrel  cage”  tumbler  he  used  in  calling  the 
church’s  regular  games  over  a  20-year  span. 

AFTER  BINGO  was  outlawed  “back  in  the  50s,” 
Holy  Cross  “tried  running  a  game  occasionally  but  we 
had  so  many  complaints  we  gave  it  up,”  Dravenstatt 
said  earlier  this  week.  He  and  Ruth  Schrow,  another  of¬ 
ficial  of  the  church’s  bingo  committee,  say  they  hone  to 
raise  $500  a  week  from  a  Thursday  night  card  of  15  regu¬ 
lar  games  for  $1.50  and  four  rather  complex  “specials” 
for  $1. 

A  variety  of  prizes  will  range  from  $5  to  $20  for  each 
game  with  a  $250  jackpot  growing  by  weekly  $25  incre¬ 
ments  if  unclaimed. 

At  the  Morley  Oates  VFW  Post,  Ray  Sebrell  said 
bingo  for  200  is  being  planned  for  Friday  nights  at  three 
cards  for  a  dollar. 

ELKS  LODGE  No.  196  Secretary  Walter  Grabow  said, 
“We’ve  been  throwing  things  around,  but  we’ve  got  to 
find  out  the  regulations  first.  We’ve  never  attempted  to 
do  anything  that  was  not  in  accord  with  the  law.” 

The  Ingham-Eaton  Catholic  Education  Office  game 
is  being  plannedf  for  Monday  nights,  but  apparently  it’s 
nothing  new.  Even  in  the  days  of  backroom  bingo,  the 
group  made  as  much  as  $1,500  a  week  or  more,  sources 
said.  ^ 

The  one  place  bingo  will  not  pop  up,  of  course,  is  at 
the  state  fair  in  Detroit.  Gov.  Milliken  earlier  this  week 
vetoed  a  bill  to  allow  it  there. 

SPONSORED  BY  Rep.  Ray  Hood,  D-Detroit,  who  has 
the  fairgrounds  in  his  district,  state  fair  bingo  sailed 
through  the  House  by  a  90-0  margin  and  the  Senate  by 
30-6.  Lawmakers  liked  the  prospect  of  as  much  as  $150,000 
in  rent  that  a  bingo  concession  could  contribute  toward 
the  fair’s  $500,000  deficit. 

Milliken  disagreed,  noting,  “I  have  consistently'  said 
that  I  oppose  wholesale  extension  of  gambling  in  Michigan 
and  that  there  will  be  times  when  the  line  must  be  drawn. 
This  is  such  a  time.”  he  said  in  his  veto  message. 

The  proper  business  of  the  state’s  fair,  Milliken  said, 
is  “promoting  agriculture,  not  carnivals.”
